SUMMARY OF NEWS. ' 

; JAPAN, 
Tux most important news to hand from 
Japan is that of the great fire at Yokoha-t 
ma. We must refer our readers to other 
portions of our columns for details but bricf- 
ly the account received is_as follows : 

On the 26th November, 1866, nearly two- 
thirds of the native town, and one-sixth of 
the foreign settlement at Yokohama were 
consumed -by fire. At ‘a little before nine | 
in the morning, the fire bell rung its alarm, 
and all rushed to the scene, which was 
found to be the street leading from Benten- 
dori to. Yoshiwara. In a few minutes, 
flames were seeing issuing in various’ quar- |

ten. rupees, and five rupees, should. be 
adopted; as being likely to ‘find moie

remark applies to the English or Australian 
sovereign, with the additional objection to 
it that it does not represent’ aliquot’ parts 
‘of. the native currency.

‘The fact that 
it has recognized the vecessity,of affording 
facilitics for night traffic, illuStrates both 
an inorease of native business at Canton 
and a recognition of the duty of a goy- 
ernment to facilitate such business by 
every means in its power. With increase 
of business in connection :with Western 
nations comes an ‘increased civilization. 
Eveu this, an elementary step in the pro- 
gress which we believe will in future years 
mark the. annals of China, would some 
few years ago have seemed as strange to 
the old foreign residents of Canton as.-the 
now visionary schemes described in: the 
amusing leading article of our. contempo- 
rary this morning seem to Hongkongites 
of the present day. It would be fully ‘to 
imagine that this step is the result of the 
i unaided reflection of the Viceroy uf Can- 
ton.

export, or the ultimate buyer of imports. 
lt is not of course to be expected. that the 
man who has spent some of his best years 
in China will sit, down: and study,: con 
amore, a difficult dialect, unless some very 
palpable advautage were obtainable. to 
his awn interests. The. past existence of 
foreigners in Ching has moreover unfitted 
most‘for again commencing~ student life. 
Bat we submit that it would be easy to 
make. the future advancement of young 
men, who have just commenced or. are 
about to. commence a miercantile career. 
in China, contingent upon their obtaining 
at least a sufficient command. of ‘the col- 
loquial to dispense with =the aid of un- 
trastworthy interpreters. Such-a system 
has, ‘in ‘one or two instances, “been found 
to work well for the interests.of the firms 
which have adopted it. More’ than this, 
much good would’ result from. the neces- 
sarily more intimate knowledge of the 
Chinese, as they are, which would thus be. 
obtained by those who are now dependant, 
on their official representatives, missiona- 
ries or conipradores, for all the information 
they now obtain.

THE CORBANS. 

WHEN we first published our account of 
the Corean expedition, and expressed our 
well grounded ‘opinion that their résuurces 
and civilization has been somewhat under- 
estimated by the French Admiral, it was 
presumed: by maby: that we were the vic- 
tims of a hoax, As. we’ then’ stated, 
however, our knowledge of..the Corean 
cbaracter- was _m part derived from a 
personal acquaintance’ with ‘certain Co~ 
veans, ‘and’ in part from | iuformation 
afforded ‘us by Chinese who, had been in 
communication with péople.of that cuun+ 
try for many years. We claimed for them 
ovly a higher’ status: ot civilization than 
that usually allowed: them, and a recent 
article in’ the North China Daily News, 
which. professes. to be derived from a 
trustworthy: source; confirms in.a remark- 
able degree the statements’ we then made, 
That there “is nothing new under the 
sun” is an-old saying whicl the inventions 
of modern times. are: rather calculated to. 
contradiet. According to’ our Shanghai - 
contemporary, however, this: ancient saw 
is-applicable to the. very. last invention 
recorded ‘in- these “columns—the Snider 
Enfield to wit, for (says the Daily News), 
“strange to say, some of the cannon found 
at Kanghoa are breech loaders. This is ’ 
effected by the Coreans:in a most simple 
manner. A small cannon of the length of. 
the charge and shot is placed inva’ cavit 
of the beeech, somewhat of the shape of the 
opened Snider Enfield breech-loading rifle.” 
This of course only applies to the prin 
ciple developed in the modern ‘arm; but, is- 
none the less remarkable, ifthe result of the . 
unassisted inventive powcrs of the Coreans, 

Poor Mr Snider (who',by the bye has. 
been shamefully treated by our own Gov. 
ernment) will now-have to learn that ‘his 
ideas have been forestalled by, Corean: 
semi-barbarians, and that his patent rights 
may be successfully disputed at Kanghoa 
should his inclination everlead him-to that. 
most reniote of Capitals. But this is not - 
all, The aftizanship.of Prussia. must 
hereafter hide its diminished hend, for, 
says the same authority, “There is also’ 
a helmet here from Corea, and it certainly 
shows that the Corean armourers ‘are no 
mean handicraftsmen. It. ‘resembles a 
Prussian helmet in. form,’ with a red 
plume surmounted by a trident, screwing 
into a spike-at the summit. “lt-is com- 
posed of iron, encased in ‘moulded leather ; 
or papier maché, covered-with lamin of / 
steel and white. copper ornaments.’ The 
leather case for this helmet is made. .of 
superior tanned leather, and: the’ work- 
manship is equal, if not superior, to any 
article of European leather-work.” Mak- 
ing every allowance’ for :the natural 
tendency to exaggeration which distin- 
guishes the first account :of ‘any hitherto 
unknown people, we can hardly refuse to 
-admit that the Coreans are by no means 
(materially) the barbarians they have been 
considered. We. have taken the two 
paragraphs above quoted, from a number 
of others which will be found in an extract 
in another portion of our; columns, as 
confirmatory of the views we set forth’ 
and-which were looked upon. as delusions 
by our contemporaries. But assuming no; 
more than. the existence. ofa higher degree 
of civilization amongst. the Coreans, than 
hitherto. imagined, the, question ‘of the 
attitude. assumed’. by Great Britain to-" 
wards them becomes of greater -impor+ 
tance than if they were merely a barbarian 
tribe without literature. or civil organ 
nization. 

A letter from-a correspondent in the 
North, extracts from which we published

TREMENDOUS FIRE. AT 
. YOKOHAMA. 

(From the “ Japan flerald,” Nov, 28.) 

1t is with feelings of profound gratitude 
that we find ourselves able to sit down un- 
seathed, to record one.of the most. awful 
catastrophes it has been our lot to witness. 
The 26th November, 1866, will ever be re- 
'membered: in Yokohama as one of the 
. blackest days in its annals, for the confla- 
| geatiop’ which consuined’ nearly two-thirds 
of the native setilenienut and oné-sixth of 
the foreign... The morning broke on one of 
the brightest days of the season, but the 
wind” which had been Llowing strongly 
from the south during the night seemed in- 
creasing in power, and, blowing over -the 
bay. towards Kanagawa raised the spray in 
perfect clouds. At a littlebefore nine. in 
the morning, the fire bell rung ont its fierce 
alarm, and all rushed to the scene, which 
was found tobe the street leading from 
Benten-dori to Yoshiwarra. In a few mi- 
nutes, however, flames were seving: issuing 
in various quarters simultaneously, Oita 
machi broke out at, several points : the ew 
American . Consular building, at he lis- 
tauce of fully a quarter .a mile, suewing 
flaines through the roof at.the sane moment. 
The flames worked up against the wind from 
the locality in which the fire originated, 
aud in half an hour the whole of Yoshiwara 
wis destroyed. . With the exception of one 
or two fire proof godowns and the temple 
atthe end, ‘not a sinvle ‘stick was stind- 
ing to mark. the boundaries of dwelling. 
Unhappily, we have to record ‘that here 
was a terrible Joss of life, if we may believe 
the reports of the Japanese theinselves, 
who state that thirty, tive bodies have Leen 
found. Yoshiwarra, being quite suarrownd- 
ed by er, and there being only one nar- 
row bridge which led into the street that 
avas wtreacty in’ flames, became a cil te suc 
from which the only “retreat was by -im- 
provised: bridges of boards, or by punts 
which were brought into use. with all the 
celevity possible’; at the tlames were so 
j vapid’ in their work of desolation, that 
wany fled from them only to meet death in 
another moment. We lear that in several 
partsof thenativetown persens were burnt or 
rusher to death.

It was difli- 
cult also, to procured a sufficient and con- 
tinuous supply of water for some of _thuse 
that were well manned and in order, so 
that at length there seemed to be an almost 
entire absence of effort to make them 
available. ’ 


Ahout 11 o’clock the wind shifted a little 
‘more easterly, and quickly laid hold of the 
houses aud godowns in the new direction: 
No 71-and part of No 72 in the main strect 
—and Nos.’ 51, 52 and 58, eedily 
attacked ; proceeding. im the saine <lirection 
Nos. 44 and 49—-Nos. 2h to 28 and-3-to 8 
becaine sharers i the general woe. About 
11 o'clock, much apprehension was felt, in 
consequence of its being reportud that there 
were three canons. loaded with ball on 
Lot 51—ani2 that the balls eould not be 
drawn, ‘This difticulty was got over by the 
military, who either removed the guns to 
a place of safety, or otherwise made them 
secure.

rain of sparks fell amongst the ruybbi<h. 
How. it failed to ignite, is; we say wiiracn- 
lous—and if it had caught, we do not know 
where the mischief would have stopped As 
it was, the buildings of which it formed a 
part, escaped through the registauce the 
corresponding fireproof walls on the op- 
posite side viféred to the fire—so that with 
the exception of the sparks before men- 
tioned, the tire did not reach that limit.

From the top of the 
hill near the Governor’s house to. the ‘hot- 
tom, Mr Van der Tak was obliged to keep 
his horses at full speed to avoid the fellow, 
but he succeeded: in distancing him, al- 
fhough at the risk! of an‘accident +0 horses 
or to catfiage through the rapid descent. 
We do not know that we attach‘ much 
importance fo the fact, but it certainly is 
extraordinary that:1866 acts up to the-char- 
ter,.and refuses low November to pass 
without trouble foreigners.

TuE subjoined is‘ from a private letter re- 
lating to ‘this disastrous, fire :—‘'l néver 
saw Buch.a scene before and the chances 
are shall never again. About.-94. a.m, 
we’ observed::a fire in the direction of 
Yoshiwarra, which soon spread in a terrific 
manner, owing to the wind which was almost 
a Typhoon. -..The smoke extended several 
hundred yatds from the shore, and the 
ships were obliged to keep water playing on 
the yards, sails, &c.,-in consequence of the 
nuniber of sparks which were blown across 
the bay. The -latter presented a curicus: 
appearance ‘after the fire -had. continued 
some hours, for several boats at the English 
Hatoba had caught fire and were floating. 
about ; also numerous boxes,” spars, and 
pieces of burnt timber were drifting about 
in all directions, making the bay appear on 
fire also. - When I landed, . about 1 o’clock 
P.M., the-wind had gone down.a little, but 
the fire was still raging, and defied every 
effort to stop it.. ‘They were blowing up 
houses in all. directions, which Ido not 
think did much good, for the debris of the 
fallen houses. burnt quicker than if the 


building had: been left standing. About 6] 


o’clock the wind went down, and the fire 
gradually decreased; although it was still 
burning when we left, two days afterwards. 
The blue jackets from the fleet. worked 
very well indeed for'the: first four or. five 
hours, but after that they found means of 
getting liquor, and became nearly useless. 
The Club (whieh stood right in the line of 
fire and now ‘stands perfectly alone). was 
saved entirely owing to the exertions of Mr 
Swith, the secretary, and a few: naval 
‘officers ; every one“had given it up at about 
2 o’clock, with. the exception of Smith, 
some fellows of the flag ship and myself. 
We worked ‘at it until nearly 10 ‘o’clock, 
and slthough it caught fire. several times 
we managed to put it-out again, and. keep 
the fire clear. of it. The people complained 
very much of the conduct of the blue. jack- 
ets, but. I think there was gréat excuse for. 
them: they were sent on shore immediately 
after breakfast (biscuit and cocoa) and had. 
to work hard ina suffocating atmosphere 
for several hours. They naturally got 
thirsty, and-drank anything they could lay 
hold of: I know myself what it was, for 
while I was on the roof of the club, the only 
way that I could see to point the hose, or 
pass buckets, was by dipping my face in. a 
bucket of water every two or three minutes ; 
and for three days: afterwards I could not 
open my eyes properly, from the effects .of 
the wood smoke.

nartates what happened.to the little craft :— 
© Shortly after losin/sightof the Fame, the 
breeze freshened. and enabled her at a 
few minutes past seven to pass through the 
chaunel between ‘Loochow _and Povotoy. 
Everything was now favorable except the 
wind, which was blowing tuo fresh, seriding 
the boat through the water at a fearful rate. 
On entering the Tationg Channel the wind 
bevan blowing fresh and in syualls, through 
nevtrly cight poiuts of the campass. When 
half way between ‘tamtoo and the southern. 
most headland of Hongkong it was found 
necessary to take a single reef in the main- 
sail, which had again to be reefed when 
within about a mile and a half of Tamtoo. 
At ten minutes “to pine they trivd to 
weather a point, making out from Hong- 
kong aud at the entrance of the Lyeemoon, 
but the wind was too scant and seemed to 
head them on every attempt. By this 
tine it was blowing a small gale for a boat 
like the Re-Lcho, and it wasevident she had 
tou-much sail, and an-effort was made. tu 
take a third reef. Tn lowering the peak to 
do-this;-a heavy puff struck the boat, laying 
cher on her beam end, %snapping the jib 
boom short off and splitting the jib into 
tidbons, the wind continuing to blow in 
heavy .gusts. ‘The gaff topsail was. soon 
fitted. an) used asa storm jib, but with so 
little head sail the boat: was found to. steer 
- yery badly, and with great difficulty. At 
12 midnight. she was struck by ‘another 
heavy flow of wind, with split the main sail 
from tlre ‘reef band to the gaff, and sprnng 
the main booin, which necessitated taking 
in the mainsail, putting the boat about and 
sanding out seaward uuder the jib. The 
wind, and side now carried thein out very

The 
wind however again veered and they were 
enubled:to make Luochow, where they ~re- 
mained till 4 o’clock a.m, standing off and 
on the island with short tacks. At daylight 
. all hands turned to.repairing the mainsail, 
and at seven they were enabled to make 
sail and! staud im for Stanley, where they 
arrived ‘about noon on Saturday, after hay- 
sed one of the most uncomfortable 
eeable nights that could well be 
experienced by any one in the pursuit, of 
pleasure. After securing the boat safely in 
Stanley: bay they started for ! ongkong by 
land, reaching here between four and five 
in the afternoon, very much relieving the 
ansiety! which was naturally—felt for the 
safety of both boat and crew.” 


“EXECUTION OF TWO PIRATES. 

Low-kum-poo, and Leong-sin-kit, Satur- 
day morning paid the extreme penalty of law 
with their lives for the crimes of murder 
and piracy én the high seas, ‘The first for 
the murder of 4 whole family, father, mo- 
ther, and.two children on a junk belonging 
to Sowkewan, aud the second for piracy on 
_the American schodner Lubra and the mur- 
der of Captain Howes. Before going to the 
_scaffold both prisoners were asked to make 
a confession, but, they neither of them 
revealed ‘anything further than that which 
they have already stated from. time to 
time during their last confinement. Low- 
kuin-po admits that he was on board the 
junk, but denies having thrown any of.the 
people overboard or to have assisted the 
others in duing so.. Since his sentence he 
sevmg to have Tealised the awful: dooui 
awaidng -him and las been much pf the 
time found in tears. ‘Leong sin kit alias 
Ayook, also admits that he was in the junk 
that boarded the Lubra, and that he was 
present during the piracy, but he most 
persistently denies that he shot the Captain, 
this he said was doue by-@ man named Tai, 
He would be quite content he said if Tai- 
in-Tao the other ‘pirate shared his” fate 
with him. Since his sentence he has 
maintained an air of entire indifference to 
his ftaé and to anything that was taking place 
around: him. On Thursday .he was visited 
by his mother and two other. relatives, 
With his wife and child.

BAD DOLLARS. 

Tux following case was heard in the Police 
coutt ou Monday morning. It should serve 
aga caution to be on the look out for 
bad dollars more than ordinarily’ -good :—~ 

Police’ Constable Patrick Carnitfy was 
charged with attempting to. pass two 
bad dollars; under the following circuin- 
stances. P. C, Henry Cooper, having been 
sworn, stated that he had sold the defen 
dant a watch yesterday,- for three doll 
und flity cents, and had received tliat 
amount in-silver from him; but shortly 
afierwards discuvering that'two of the dol- 
Jars were bad, he took thein to Inspector 
Daly in the charge room, as the defendant 
was wt that time away on duty. Witness 
thought that-was the best course +o pursue 
in the matter; but at the same time he did 
not think the. defendant was aware that 
either of the dollars were spurious. The 
shroff of the court deposed to the fact nf the 
dollars being bad, aud also that they were 
of Earopean manutacture, of a superior 
quality, and might readily be taken for 
good ones, ‘the Magistrate enquired if 
the defendant knew where he received 
them, Lut he was unable to state where, 
except that be must have received thei 
from a Chinamu. The Magisirate said it 
was a pity, as perhaps some more of the 
suine sort might have been discovered.

Mr Tonnachy dpenet an enquiry Friday 
witernoon at the Civil Hospital touching the. 
cause of the lerth of oue Chen-seen-cheng;

on-him, with a chapper, by oue Woug-ine- 
qui, in the Central Market, of the 27th, of 
Octoher last. The following jury ‘having 
beénsworn viz., Messrs f, Stone, L. P. Ward, 
and W. Swan ind after the jury had viewed 
the body, Dr. Murray the Colonial Surgeon, 
was sworn, who deposed that thé deceased 
man ws admitted into the hospital on the 
27th of October last, suffering from two 
incised wounds, the first was abont the 
lower third of the left thigh extending: com- 
pletely across the frmtof it and dividing 
the muscles and all the tissues nearly down 
to the bones. the second was sivuated on the 
inner side of the right knee extending 
about three inches backward on that side 
of the joint; afteradmission the man did 
well for some time, until avout the 15th of 
November, when the wound took on at.un- 
healthy appearance, and the man gradually 
sank and.died last night about six o’clock. 
“[he witness said lhe examined the body 
and found all the internal organs healthy, 
and with the exception of the parts connec- 
ted with the “wound. the body was that of 
a healthy man; :bscesses had also oxtended 
from the wound nearly up to the groin. 
Witness had no doubt the wound just de- 
seribed was the cause’ of the man’s death. 
When admitted the wounds were healthy. 
Prisoner asked no questions ; and no-furth- 
er witnesses being present.
